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SUBJECT: MALTA AND SWEDEN RATIFY DOUBLE TAXATION AGREEMENT 

1 . ON JANUAY 14, AT THE MINISTRY OF COMMONWEALTH AND FOREIGN AFEAIRS 
IN VALLETTA, SWEDISH AMBASSADOR RICHARD HICHENS-BERGSTROEM 
(RESIDENT IN ROME) AND MALTA'S ROVING AMBASSADOR JOSEPH ATTARD- 
KINGSWELL RATIFIED AN AGREEMENT FOR THE AVOIDANCE OF DOUBLE 
TAXATION BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. THE AGREEMENT HAS BEEN 
INITIALED IN STOCKHOLM ON MAY 30, 1975. 

2. THE AGREEMENT WITH SWEDEN IS ONE IN A SERIES WHICH THE GOM 
SEEKS TO COMPLETE IN THE HOPE THAT THEY WILL ACT AS INCENTIVES 
TO FOREIGN INVESTORS. THUS FAR, SIMILAR AGREEMENTS WITH LIBYA 
AND DENMARK HAVE BEEN RATIFIED, AND OTHERS WITH WEST GERMANY, 
FINLAND, NORWAY, BELGIUM, HOLLAND AND PAKISTAN HAVE BEEN 
INITIALLED. 

IN ADDITION, THE REVISION OF A LONG STANDING DOUBLE 
TAXATION AGREEMENT WITH THE U.K. HAS BEEN AGREED AND SIGNED. 
PRELIMINARY DISCUSSIONS ON THE SUBJECT HAVE TAKEN PLACE 
WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES AND ITALY.
